THE HAZEN-STANLEY CASE, 

Erroneous statements have been published 
as tothe Hazen-Stanley court martial busi- 
The facts are these: Over 
two years ago General Stanley 
preferred charges against Gen. Hazen for 
peijury inthe Belknap trial. These charges 
were submitted to President Hayes, who de- 
cided that the interests of the 
service would not be subserved 
by ordering au court martial 
inthe case, and the President then ordered 
Hazen to Europe. Gen. Stanley then ad- 
dressed a letter to Hazen, in which he 
said that Hazen was convicted in pub- 
lic opinion where the case was known 
and that he. Stanley, was aware of Ilazen’s 
disgraceful conduct at Shiloh and would use 
the information to stop bis course of impos- 
ture. This letter was published 
in the newspapers. Hazen returned, 
from Europe, and after two years had elapsed 
and Stanley’s charges against him were barred 
by the statute of limitation, he preferred, a 
short time since, charges against Stanley 
stating he was guilty of falsehood and defa- 
mation of character in making the chirges 
against Hazen, in publishing the letter and in 
submitting to an interview by.a reporter of 
the N. I. Times. Hearing of these charges, 
General Stanley wrote to General Sherman, 
stating as Hazen could not be tried on account 
of the statute of limitations, he, Stanley, de- 
manded a trial. and would prove 
every charge he had made against

THE MIDNIGHT MURDER. 


Detective Eggs is the Man Who 
Shot Bryarton. 


HeClaims That it Was Done 
in Self-Defense, 


But Says He Did Not Know He Had Shot 
Anybody.“ 
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Strong Evidence That Eggs Was Intoxicated 
—He is Locked Up to Await the Result 
of the Coroner’s Inquest. 


The people of the city were somewhat star- 
tled this morning by the confused and some- 
what contradictory accounts in the morning 
papers concerning the killing of a man last 
night in Missouri Park. There was some 
doubt, in the first place, as to who did the 
shooting, and there was a still greater 
doubt as to what it was done for. That part 
of the story upon which all accounts agree, is 
to the effect that this morning, a little past 
1 o’clock, four young men who go by the 
names of Frank MeGarry, Johnson Carter, 
William [Montgomery and Charles Bryarton 
were sitting on some benches 
in the park, when there 
‘ame along a man who got into an altercation 
with the four young men, shot and killed one 
of them, and then disappeared. The dead 
man was taken to the Dispensary, and proved 
to be Charles Bryarton. Officer Shipp, 
who arrivéd on the ground soon after Bry- 
arton was shot, arrested Johnson Carter, 
and William Montgomery went along to the 
Dispensary, then gave himself up, and along 
with Carter was taken to the Four Courts and 
locked up. Both were very much intoxicated, 
and Montgomery gave a confused account of 
the shooting toa reporter. It was as follows: 

„We was all sitting in the park—Charlie 
Bryarton, Victor Carter, Frank MeGarry 
and me. 
ing a good deal; Carter wanted a chaw of to- 
bacco, and he and Bryarton went over to the 
corner for a piug. Pretty soon they came 
back, and hadn’t got it. Then Carter said the 
first man that came through the park he was 
goin’ to bone him forachaw. Didn't make 
no difference who it was he'd tackle 
him.

It was expected that the mystery would be 
solved this morning. 

* There was a suspicion that Detective Eggs, of 
the city police force, was the man who had 
done the killing. If he had, why did he not 
report at headquarters immediately aad ex- 
plain the affair. A theory advanced was 
that Eggs was going home through the park, 
und that these four men had attempted to 
garrote him, and in self-defense he had fatally 
shot one ofthem. Butif this was true, why 
did Eggs 

MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEAR, 

leave the affair shrouded in mys- 
tery? The four young men in 
the park were notoriously 
bad characters; one of them had been in tbe 
Penitentiary and the others had served fre- 
quent terms in the Work-house. The same 
crowd had been accused of attempting to gar- 
rote Judge T. T. Gantt some time ago. They 
were all recognized to be loafers and associates 
of thieves. If they had really attempted to 
garrcte the stranger who fired the fatal shot 
nobody regretted the killing, for it would be a 
good riddance. This presents the state of the 
case When a POST-DISPATCH reporter went 
up to the Four Courts this morning. 

One of the first things to be learned was 
that Detective Eggs had reported about five 
o’clock—some three hours after the shooting 
but that be ! 

DECLINED TO MAKE ANY STATEMENT. 
Of course, if he had nat 
dene the shooting he would have said so at 
ome. He was the man—there could be no 
doubt about it. But why? This is another 
question altogether. 

When the’reporter arrived Eggs was sitting 
in the office of Captain Lee. 

His appearance was an astonishing surprise. 
He is a heavy-xet man of thirty- 
five, massive features, thick, sharp nose, 
ruddy complexion and clean-shaved face, ex- 
cepta big mustache. He looked terribly 
downcast. His eyes were red and bloodshet 
just as if he had waked up out of a drunken 
slumber. Ifthe roughs had attempted to 
garrote him. and he had killed one of 
them, it Was a good 
thing, and everybody would aay 
so. And thus the reporter spoke, but Eges 
did not appreciate it, or it was not applicable 
to bis case.

acrazy men, and that he and the other men 
tried to escape because they were afraid his 
pistol would go off accidentally. His story 
was so much like that given last 
night that both Chief MeDonough and 
Mr. Priest united in saying they 
believed Montgomery was substantially cor- 
rect.
